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their Villanies. Theſe are ſly, ſo more effectua l 
| Underminers, of our Conſtitution: They ſtab, 


while they kiſs; they are Wolves wrap'd up 

in Sheep-skins, the more eaſily to ſurprize and 
worry the Flock: They ſwear to a Prince, to 
betray him; and abjure another, to ſerve him: 
Religion ſeems the leaſt of their Concern , 
and ſecular Intereſt to poſſeſs their Hearts : 
They contend earneſtly for Church- Lands, and 
Dignity ; not at all for the Proteſtant Faith: 

They affe& an Independency on the State ;, and 

even. a nominal Precedence-to the OVE EN 
Her ſelf: This titular Uſurpation on the con- 
feſs'd Head of the Church, ſeems: as if they 
look'd a little a-ſquint at his Holineſs: They 
never ſpare Proteſtant Diſſenters; and traduce 
Sermons agaiuſt Popery, as factious: They preach 


| vp Submiſſion to Superiours; yet fly in the Face 


of their ſpiritual Fathers: While they talk of 
another World, we may ſee them taking faſter: 
Hold on this; and while they recommend Suf- 
ferings to others, we know they never deſign. 
to bear any themſelves. Their Politicks are of 
a Size with their Religion: They know, no Bo- 
dy could ever truſt them ſafely ; yet they be- 
Jieve their little Maſter will truſt them. The 
ſecond Part of the Diſſwaſive from Facobitiſm, 


tells them their Fortunes; but if Argument 
Iwill not convince them, ſome of Solomon's feel- 
iog Reaſons in due Time may. Solomon's Fools 


are none of God's making, but their own, by 
Wickedneſs: Men, who wilfully incur. Solo- 
mou's Cenſure, muſt be cured by Solomon's Dil- . 
cipline, even by Stripes that cleanſe the Belly. 
In the mean while, they are very buſie with 
their Neighbours: Luke Hot-Pate, or rather, 
one more intimate once with the Diſſenters, lately 
threaten'd them, in a Printed Letter, with a

Are theſe faſhionable Specimens of Loyalty? 
And is Almighty God pleas'd with - Mockery ? 
What violent Suſpicions muſt ſuch Men have, 


of burning the Pope, and the Pretender! Why 
did not the forward Gentleman appear at the 


Head of his City Fanizaries, to keep the Peace 
of ſo awful a Mob ? Had he made the Rioters 
on the 4th of November, taſt more of his 
wholeſome Severities, who, in a literal Senſe, caſt 
Fire-brands, his Cenſures had been more repu-. 
table, had he thought fit to have made any 


upon ſo inoffenſive a Diſcourſe. Since he treat- 


ed the Queen's Enemies with great Meekneſs 
and Charity, it might have been hoped, he had 
a litile left to beſtow on Her Friends. . _ 
Thus have I hinted ſome Paſſages that occur- 
ed lately, that many muſt obſerve, but ſome 
too ſoon forget. I might have multiply'dꝰ em 


more, and drawn theſe into a far greater 
Length: But my Deſign being only to give the 


Drowſie a gentle Jog, to awaken them into Ob- 
ſervation; if theſe Inſtances will not anſwer 
that End, I fear more would be in vain. I 


had no Intention to reflect on any Party, as ſuch, 


but on the bad of all, as, no doubt, all have 


ſome. I honour a Hanover Tory, as much as I. 
do a Whiz ; and both only, as I think them ho- 
neſt Men : No Denominations of any kind can 


make them ſuch; but good inward Principles

ly in Friends to quarrel about leſſer Matters, 
while the common Enemy waits only for the 


Advantage of that Diviſion, to make a Prey of 
all.

Honeſt Engliſh Tories 
forſake them daily, aſtoniſh'd at their Inſolence: 
They diſcover themſelves generouſly more and 
more, that they will not drive on with them in 
their baſe Deſign : They are the growing Hopes 
of our Safety; and, as the Scenes open, I doubt 
not but they will improve every Day. 4 
My Deſign was neither factious nor diſpirit- 
ing, but awakening to a juſt Apprehenſion of, 
Things. Anx1ous, deſponding Fears, are un- 
worthy of a Man; much more of a Chriſtian : 
They cut the Sinews of Endeavour, and only 
torment us before the Time: But it is as cer- 
tain, that he who only will fear when his Caſe 
is helpleſs, is far enough from the Character of 
being a wie Man. Let us not ſuffer our Ene - 
mies to bully us out of our Senſes, and laugh us 
out of our juſt Fears: This would but facilitate 
their Enterpriſe, and increaſe their Triumph;
